A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised a Special Agent of the Los Angeles 
Division of the FBI as follows on August 5, 1968: 


Source stated he attended a political rally for 
Eldridge Cleaver at Bovard Hall, University of Southern 
California (USC) in Los Angeles on August 2, 1968. Cleaver 
is the Minister of Information of the Black Panther Party 
BPP) and presidential candidate of the Peace and Freedom 
arty, a legally constituted political party in the state 
of California. E 


Source advised that the rally began at 8:00 p.m. 
and lasted until 11:00 p.m. and was attended by approximately 
250 persons, the majority of whom. were Negro. Source 
advised that he observed no uniformed police at the auditorium. 
Source advised that Black Panther members guarded all exits 
and that walkie talkies were used by these guards. 


Source advised that during the course of Cleavers 
speech he recalled only two violent statements.  Cleaver 
Stated that people were nosing around the Black Panther 
headquarters on Centrel Street and that if it did not stop 
there would be blood on Central Street.  Cleaver also said 
that he did not advocate violence, but if iHuey P. Newton 
(See Appendix) was not freed, the Black Panthers would get 
their guns. Cleaver stated that this was not advocating 
violence, but only protecting Newton. 


Source stated that there was no trouble or 
disturbances at the rally.

The "News Advertiser," a suburban newspaper of local 
circulation in the Los Angeles area, dated August n 1968, re- 
ported that approximately 1500 persons attended an "Open 
Convention" of the Peace and Freedom Party (PFP), а legally 
constitued political party in the State of California, at 
Elysian Park, Los Angeles, California. "The newspaper reported 
that approximately 95 per cent of the persons were white and 
under 30; and approximately 20 Black Panthers, carrying walkie- 
talkies, were in attendance. Each person in attendance was 
allowed to vote in selection of the presidential candidate 
for the Peace and Freedom Party. Leroy Eldridge Cleaver, 
presidential candidate of the Peace and Freedom Party, and 
Dick Gregory, a nationally known Negro comedian active in 
the civil rights movement, made a speech at the rally. 











Voting was done after the speeches were made with 
Cleaver receiving 626 votes, and Gregory receiving 496 votes. 







The "Open City" newspaper, an avant garde newspaper 
with general circulation in the Los Angeles area, dated August 
9, 1968, reported excerpts of the speech of Cleaver. Cleaver's 
speech consisted of attacks on the "Establishment", Most notably 
Cleaver attacked President Johnson, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, the FBI, the Central Intelligence Agency, Governor Ronal 
Reagen, Mayor Sam Yorty, and Los Angeles Chief of Police Т 
Reddin. Cleaver de references to the Mao Tse Tung style of 
revolution and giving guns to people so they can determine their 
oun destiny. Cleaver gave a warning to local police agencies 
to stay away from the Black Panther Headquarters on Central 
Avenve in Los Angeles or there would be blood on Central Avenue. 
Cleaver stated that violence could be used, to liberate or sup- 
press the Negro. Cleaver stated that Blacks had. to decide between 
being victims of violence or taking their freedom by violence, 
Cleaver said that Blacks had to take their freedom and there

I. GENERAL STATEMENT: Convention and Sponsorship 


A. Synopsis of Event 


Information is set forth herein, from sources who have 
furnished reliable information in the past, concerning a visit 
to the University of Michigan (U of M), Ann Arbor, Michigan, during 
the week of August 12, 1968, by Eldridge Cleaver, Black Panther 
Party, as a candidate for the office of President of the United 
States. 


The nominating organization was the Founding Convention 
of the Peace and Freedom Party (РЕР), as a new, national, political 
party, described by its participants as a coalition of existing 
East and West Coast "Реасе and Freedom Parties", the "Мем Politics" 
parties of the Midwest, and the "Black Panther Party" (BPP). The 
Convention was held at the U of M, Ann Arbor, August 17-18, 1968, 
and nominated Cleaver as it's candidate for President of the 
United States, ж 


This newly developed coalition claimed to Бе 3n example 
of the fact that the "New Left" and the "Black Liberation Movement" 
could work together, effectively, to form a permanent, national, 
radical, political party. 
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Convention participants, including Cleaver, advocated 
"revolution" and "arming", disseminating considerable data 
regarding participation in disruptive activities scheduled in 
connection with the National Convention of the Democratic Party, 
Chicago, Illinois, August, 1968. 


The National Committee of the Communist Party, USA 
(CPUSA), and District Committees, CPUSA, encouraged participation 
in the Ann Arbor founding convention of the РЕР. The Students for 
а Democratic Society (SDS), while not specifically or openly named 
in the sponsorship or direction of this Ann Arbor PFP Convention, 
according to sources, played a major role in it's development and 
direction. The SDS did so, according to a source, through it's 
domination of the host group in Ann Arbor, Michigan, the Citizens 
for New Politics (CNP); it's subperb national organization; and 
it's organizers. 


While much of the Chicago planning, revealed at this 
Ann Arbor Convention, indicated threatened violence and implied 
disruption, a source stated the SDS' has outstanding professional 
psychological advice and direction. Source speculated that some 
materials circulated may have been calculated to develop fear and 
hysteria, presumably to win concessions without having to follow 
through on threatened actions. Source added, however, that 
organizers would have difficulty exerting control over large 
groups of young, irresponsible individuals, anarchists, and Black 
Militants attending, whose propensity to act emotionally could 
produce an explosive and dangerous situation at Chicago, August,

` The Convention reconvened at 6:00 р.м., August. 17, 
1968, at which time it was decided that discussion on 
various committee reports would be delayed апа discussion 
was held as to committee procedure regarding instructions 
to the to be formed committee on organizing principals 
and structure, It was decided that the National Organizing 
Committee would coordinate activities of the major candidates 
of the party іп the United States and would regulate 
appearances and activities with local groups, , Consideration 
and discussion was also carried on regarding organization 
policy and reports were received with regard to proposed 
planks for the organization platform, 


These discussions dealt in general with withdrawal 
from Vietnam, armed "self-defense" of blacks, the liberation 
struggle of minority groups, the abolition of capitalism, the 
two party system, and the establishment of a third party, 


The 25 member New York Caucus indicated they 
planned a resolution in support of world-wide demonstrations 
for November 5, 1968, for all disenfranchised individuals 
to include minority groups, criminals, and others, These

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The Convention adjourned until 7:30 p,m,, at 
which time Cleaver and Gregory were to deliver addressed 
to the Convention to be followed by question and answer 
periods, Upon reconvening, the.

А. SPEECH OF ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, CANTERBURY HOUSE, 
ANN ARBOR, MICHIGAN, AUGUST 16, 1968.

Sources advised that Eldridge Cleaver, BPP, in a speech at 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, on August 16, 1968, addressed a group of some 
250 individuals in remarks essentially as follows. Sources noted his 
speech vas well received with considerable enthusiasm. 


“rhe people in Ann Arbor are crazy, the police are crazy, 
the weather is crazy, and the mother country radicals are crazy. Му 
parole officer is definitely crazy because he told me I couldn't come 
here. Т told him I would come because I had to and because І had a 
right to come. Пе said OK but don't go to Detroit. І vas going to 
Detroit and I still may go because I have the right to. 


"My relationship with that parole officer is a metaphor for 
oppressed people and a symbol of all the pigs of the power structure. 
Тһе governors, the mayors, the police and all the rest, the waterhead 
Humphries, the meat head Nixons and all the other alternatives. It's 
like picking ham or bacon, it's all pig and it's all pork, dedicated 
to the same job. $ 


"Everything in this country is out of order and will stay 
out of order until ме tear it up, take the little pieces and rebuild 
from the pieces. People here don't even know what to do. They're 
discussing the fundamental nature of this country, this decadent 
Society, this oppressi international monster inflicting oppression 
on the people of the vorld. It's doing things in the name of the 
people of this country, and there are а lot of people who do not want 
things like this done in their name and who vant to do something about 
it. 'It's part of this s ent, that I represent, that are taking the 
position that they stíll have a lot of quarrels with people in the 
te community, but are realistic enough to recognize that we want! to 

distinguish those who want to help get the white racism from around 

our necks from those who wish to keop it on. One of the things we 

have to bring out in the politics ме are dealing vith is where people 
' are really at and whexe they vant to be. 























"Everyone is confused, that's where we're at, from the right 
to tho left. Everyone thinks they have the answer and ме all have the 
personal ideology that the country: needs and what the problem needs. 
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"But when you get down to it we have sólutions that'"apply to us, our 


little group or the organizations ме represent, Ме end up with a 
little cluster of dissatisfied people vho are trying to reach out to 
other clusters to mold tocether a mightly striking force, a 
revolutionary political movement that can deal with this situation 
here in Babylon. I know ve have every kind here from the high bound 
conservative to the flaming, wild-eyed radicals. We still have 
difficulty describing ourselves. What are we? Radicals, militants, 
activists. Call it any name you wish. 


"What we have to do is create the machinery that by its 
moving vill define us. Т don't like to hang a label on it. 


"I'm kind of scared after last night, but it's not my fault 
I was late because I'm an amateur at getting places on time. There's 
nothing I can do about it. I inherited tired blood. The whole 
mechanics of the. country are tied up with precision; time tables, 
which have gotten the world in a lot of trouble. I'm sorry being 
late cost you money, we regret that, but if that puts you up tight, 
(obscene). : = 


"Now the reason we're here, the reason we face a coalition 
with the Peace and Freedom Party (PFP) in the bay area of California 
is that we recognize the very serious and dangerous situation 
developing around из and it could get us killed. If we desire to 
continue functioning we recognize, that as a valid necessary phase of 
the black people's movement, black people must take control of those 
organizations founded by white radicals where these organizations 
have become identified with him. This would develop very strong 
rhetoric to be used as a weapon and a tool to urge white radicals to 
go into their own communities to organize something of their own. 
When this is done we can use this as a basis for a coalition and we 
could then work together. 


“Stokely Carmichael said this, and in the bay area, we had 
to make a very fundamental appraisal of what we represented, who we 
would work with and what we wanted to do in that situation. We 
found that a lot of those we wanted to work with weren't ready to do 
this. А lot were ready to say black is black but they weren't ready 
to work together. We wanted to see results and see people out 
spreading the word about liuey, about the Black Panther Party (BPP), 
because we knew the only chance we had was in people becoming aware 
of the nature of the black liberation struggle. ‘They also had to 
become aware of the inevitable occurence of a confrontation between 
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"blacks and the white racist cops, апа that in the situation where а 
brother would move to liberate his community-is in the same position 
as a Vietnam freedom fighter encountering a green beret or a lackey 

of the Kei regime. It would be absurd to say a Vietnamese freedom 

fighter was guilty of murder по matter how that came down. 


"We recognized we couldn't go off to Berkeley and tell the 
people to stand up and demand that Huey P. Newton be set free. We 
Started off talking to them about trying to get a fair trial for Huey 
because that is as far as they were willing to go at the time. As 
the whole process developed, and they were able to move from a 
demand for a fair trial in a racist court to the place where they 
demanded he be set free. This change in position deals with people 
trying to deal vith an atmosphere of tension, the racist tension that 
makes every black man the enemy of every white man. Ме felt that this 
was an absurd situation. 


"I feel if I have my neck on the ground with a boot on it, 


and a hand appears trying to lift. the boot, I'm not going to look to 
see if the hand is the same color as mine, but only tell him,'snap 
that mother (obscene) leg off'. Just get that boot off my neck. If 
anyone finds himself in a painful position, and be in contact in a 
Common cause vith someone who sympathizes vith his pain, and then 
refuse help; he's got more than one problem. 


"One day we were sitting in a car on Telegraph Avenue, we 
were broke and Huey vas to make his court appearance. We were trying 
to figure out who ме could rob to get money for leaflets to get the 
мога out about Huey Newton. Ме saw this panel truck with a loud 
Speaker on it saying, 'register for peace and freedom'. We followed 
it and found out what it was. I hadn't bothered to listen or notice 
until this shocking thing occurred and we were listening to everything 
and checking everything out. Ме started checking with some people 
because we could see ourselves driving through the streets shouting 
Huey P. Newton must be set free. Не had to have a summit conference 
with the brains and the pover structure of the PFP and had endless 
negotiations. We were ready to agree and say let's go but they wanted 
to talk about what would happen at Chicago, and if we did start 
working together, if we attended the convention of the Peace and 
Freedom party in March would we demand 50% of the votes. They were 
up tight about that. Ме said ve don't want 50% of your votes. Ме 
have 100$ of our votes and you can have 100$ of yours. That no one 
is going to tell us how to run our organization and we wouldn't, be 
interested in telling them hov to run theirs. There are some 
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"organizations we want to destroy and some we wanted to communicate 
with, but ие only vanted to run our own organization, ve have our 
hands full. 


"This was the beginning but I want to emphasize that we 
азап t start vorking with the Реасе and Freedom party because ме saw 
a grand coalition developing, we started because we saw it was in our 
interest. We were trying to get people into those trucks to hold 
rallies. Let them talk about registering for peace and freedom, we 
were going Ко talk about Huey P. Newton. So once we got to the 
rallies, you had the white cats run down their bag, we ran down our 
bag, and we'd all leave. It began to seem artificial because we 
could relate to them because a lot of the things they vere saying, 
we were saying. Our telephone rang long distance from Michigan asking 
what we were trying to do, 'sell out', or trying to become an 
integration party. We started explaining our needs and what we had 
to cope with, and asked if they could get the money for sound trucks. 
They said no, but we don't like what you're doing. Well (obscene) 
you, we're doing what we have to do. Ке defend this and are 
dedicated to what'we have to do. Ме developed from that starting 
point in defending our coalition with the PFP and I know they 
defended us. | 


А "There are a lot of people who are still saying that the BPP 
is a liability to the PFP and the whole effort to organize white folks. 
They feel you can't appeal to white folks if you're involved with 
crazy niggers running around vith guns. That may be true, that by 
associating with the BPP at least some people won't associate with you. 
We say the BPP represents the best synthesis of what has been learned 
here in Babylon through the process of the black liberation struggle. 
That ve take up a gun, following the preachment of Malcom X. While 
Malcom X was teaching we were listening' and that the gun is not our 
vhole program. There is no point, hovever, in deceiving ourselves 
that blacks and whites can continue to be separate with no violence, 
turn the other cheek and ve vill overcome. That's a lie. It's not 
going to happen like that and we'd all better realize it. People are 
not going to sit around and have cops throwing them away, throwing 
their friends and acquaintances away. 


"Today we heard on the news that some cop in Inkster, 
Michigan, who shot a 14 year old black kid, received a verdict of 
-justifiable homicide. Shot him dead because he would not heed an order 
to stop. It's по wonder we don't hear him say stop because when 
those pigs speak all we hear is oink. We cannot relate to the 
TPONMEBENHAL TN 
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"deception that these pigs are here.to protect the public or protect 
the people, that they won't haxm you and will treat you friendly. 1. 
know people who would rather stay lost in a city the rest of their 
lives before they'd walk over, and ask a pig for directions. 21711 
ask а pig for.directions only as а last resort and then walk off in the 
opposite diréction. А 
"One of the things that comes up when we talk to white 
' radicals is, they say that's OK for you black asses in the ghettos 
but we're not ready for that yet. Our people aren't ready for that. 
The mere fact that he can understand what I mean tells me he understands 
and will set himself strategically for the right time to move. That 
ме have to say to the white people in the PFP and the Citizens New 
Politics Party (CNP) herje узго, that everyone who has divorced 
himself from the Democratic and' Republican parties cause they don't 
endorse that (obscene) are radical. І са11 them radical, and I know 
this is a mistake according to some fine analysis made by many people. 
I call them revolutionaries. . И 





"There's no getting arouna dits, ve're "confronted with a 
revolutionary situation and we're going to have to respond to it or 
repent like they have in other countries where they debated whether to 
go left or right and while debating were swept to one side or the 
other. I would advocate if some don't want to move that we start 
kicking asses ourselves. Maybe you don't like that, I don't either, 
and I'm sorry you don't relate to that. I know the white people in 
this country are capable of dealing with the real problem, and capabie 
of dealing with strong-arm tactics and, oppressors in other countries. 
They have done it historically ‘and I know when you say give me liberty 
or give me death, you still feel something. I know I feel something, 
and if I do, you must really swing for that. Give us liberty or life. 
Give me liberty or a gun. Give me liberty and the means to get a gun 
to vage a struggle for liberty. : 4 


"То all the women in the audience. I vant to say that 
political power goes out of the barrel of.a gun but in a real sense, 
political ромеу goes out of the (obscene). Don't be insulted, I 
could say vagina. 'I know this is an educated community, but I want 
to get a point across. I think the time will come for women to use 
the ultimate weapon. on the male which vill be a revolutionary standard. 
` You will tell these cats don't call you on the phone, don't knock on 
your door or write you letters, until you get yourself a gun, pick 
up the tool of liberation, get out into the street and take the 
people out into the street and liberate this country. When they do 
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` "that they can come back, but until then I would advocate you don't 
give them no sugar, cause if you do I mean you're ‘counter 
revolutionary’. You will be giving aid and comfort to those who 
give aid and comfort to the enemy, and I don't know how you could 
Stand having some simple headed cat cheving on you when he doesn't 
know what it is to be a man or understand the job that men are f 
supposed to be doing. i 


"There's a job out there to be done. There's pigs out 
there armed to the teeth getting more every дау. We'll let the men 
deal with them and we'll let the women deal with the meter maids. 


Та response to a question asked about, 'the police murders | 
in Los Angeles,' he said there меге four.passengers in а сас and three 
were dead and the fourth had sought refuge with his family. The 
police got him to give up by sending out information that they knew 
where he was and would kill him if he didn't give up. His family 
persuaded him to give up. The cops had been following them around and 
after stopping the car began questioning them. “hey said someone made 
a fast move and the shooting started the cops up tight. Los Angeles 
is vorse than New York. They walk up to a car with their guns drawn. 
We say we don't want these spontaneous situations developing where 
there is no machinery set up to deal vith it. They take advantage of 
these situations and you're bound to lose where you're not prepared 
for it. Machinery should be set up in both the white and black 
community to deal with this situation in the dynamics of their own 
community. Ме think that the ВРР has the nod of the black community. 
the NAACP is not good for anything but throwing obstaclés in the path 
of the revolution. CORE has also become nonfunctional and SNCC has 
its problems, so the people can no longer depend on these organizations. 
SCLC and non-violence died with Dr. Martin Luther King. So the people 
are listening to the BPP and ме get that feeling. Аз president I 
would give this country a revolutionary domestic and foreign policy; 
and all we have to do is take it and make some specific applications 
of some universal principals right here in Babylon and. I'm ready now. 





"If ve start now ve should get rid of our colonies, release 
our slaves, call the armies home and withdrav the dagger from the heart 
of the world. Get out of Guantanamo Bay, get out of Vietnam and with- 
draw all of the bases from around the vorld. i 


"Huey.Nevton has a good chance because the states witness 
said he wouldn't testify for fear of incriminating himself. When 
the judge gave him immunity he still wouldn't talk because he had been | 
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‘to rallies and demonstrations and Кпё to do it would in a manner of 
speaking be committing suicide. No one threatened him but he recognized 
that to do what the district attorney wanted him to would be to cooperate 
with the arm that the power structure uses to oppress black people 
; and he couldn't relate to that anymore. 


"The organization should not shun the political arena in 
this country; not to sanctify what's going on there but to try to 
straighten it out. То shun the electoral system would be to acknowledge 
that they have -the authority. They merely have the power to inflict 
pain if you don't do what they say. The poor peoples campaign failed 
because there were too many fat rich preachers involved who were wearing 
new overalls and came into Washington to negotiate back door deals 
with the racist heads of committees. Boot licking is out of style, 
there axe no dividends in that. 


"When ve have a poor march on Washington, we'll clean out 
the halls of government and sweep all the pigs into the garbage can. 
Regarding protection for candidates, Johnson has surrounded his 
opponents vith pigs vho give him a running account of all they say 
and do. I don't vant that, just give us the equipment. Не recalled 
a fellow writing in his notebook that most candidates have.to be 
protected from the people by the pigs but Cleaver has to be protected 
from the pigs by the people. 


"Y would ask all to support me before the California 
Department of Corrections who would deny me the right to travel for 
politics and I don't think they can deny me that right. I will go 
wherever I need to when the time arises. 


“Phe Peace and Freedom Party, if they have had the image of 
being а pacifist group, must correct this image. You get out in the 
street and demand and get a change. I have faith that the P and FP 
will adopt a platform, and if I have accepted the nomination I'd 
have to be prepared to accept it. If I were to suggest a Vice 
Presidential candidate, I'd try to get people to ассеръ Jerry Rubin. 


i "Women can be good revolutionaries, such is the case in 
Vietnam and Cuba, but I think the men should get there first. Too 
many organizations have come along and tried to speak for all the 
black people and indicate what the black people want. I recommend 

à U.N. supervised plebiscite to be held for all black people in this 
country to address themselves to the question of whether they want 

- Separation or integration, and they are the only ones who are entitled 
to decide on this question of their national destiny. . There should 
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"be a'plebiscite for white people too бл the same question, because 
а decision thus arrived at would dictate certain action for both 
sides. 


"Тһе basic contradiction betveen the interest of the people 
and the present structure of the American economy is the institution 
of private property. The basis of the economy must be changed to 
social ownership of the property and substitute cooperation for 
competition. We think that every man, voman and child has a right to 
the highest standard of living that knovledge and technology can 
produce. Іп вина, ме have to start talking about socialism. 


"Dick Gregory is a nice guy and I hope he wins, but like 
I alvays say, he's a comedian and this is no laughing matter. То 
have a comedian as head of a revolutionary organization gives people 
the wrong impression that it was a laugh. Gregory doesn't have а 
political outlook and hasn't been involved in setting up the machinery. 
I don't see him as a candidate. If others do, (obscene), let him 
do it. 


"The Communist Party and some other groups of the old: left 
have based' their philosophy on what has happened in other countries 
.and trying to apply it here where it has no'application. “hey all are 
saying I am the true representative of Marxism - Leninism, and there 
has to be something wrong somewhere. They can't all be right. 1 
don't care what candidates they're running, colored or not, it doesn't 
legitimatize what they say. I think ме have to take another look 
at what Marx, Lenin and Trotsky had to say and act accordingly. 


"There are other groups developing but it seems anyone who 
can't go with the other parties and can relate to us ought to come 
on in with us. There is no reason at the eleventh hour why we should 
come to cross purposes. We don't need a lot of little doodads, we 
need à machine. 3 


"We are avare that black workers were given that program 
some decades ago, and they have failed to come forward and lead the 
revolution under the CP, and we're tired of waiting. Ме don't care 
if he's a vorker or if he's uneniployed, a drop-out or rich, he should 

get doun and we'll move this thing. Ме say that black people have 
^ to deal with the economics struggle as well as white racism, во we 
don't just have one but tvo struggles. Blacks have to deal with 
special problems such as community imperialism which prevent him from 
just participating in a class struggle. ` We have to deal with some of 
these universal grievances that cut across community. lines and you'll 
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"find whites and blacks are talking about the same things. But we're 
not going to talk about these now because we. are talking about a white 
revolution in the white mother country and а black liberation struggle 
in the black colony. 


"I couldn't envision a situation where, if I were president, 
1 wouldn't give aid to those struggling for liberation. We want to 
abolish the draft, and get together an Abraham Lincoln Brigade to go 
over and overthrov some of those repressive colonial regimes. 


"We're not basing our strategy on winning, but I don't 
care if no one votes. I know our strength is adequate but must be 
organized to make it attractive as a program to others and doesn't 
relate in any way to 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. 


"Those that are more sophisticated politically should come 

down а peg and join in and not remain aloof and thumbing their nose 

at the others. We have to communicate by word and literature to those 
we want to reach and consolidate a base for an organization.  Politically 
channels are all there, and everyone controls the guy on the next 

level down. You have to confront these pigs and get out there. 
Тһе Kerner report told us only what ме already knew. Тһе programs are 
set up now to buy some Necroes in the community айа to eliminate those 
they can't buy. 


"Anarchists cannot handle things because you need machinery 
to get things done and if you tear it all down, you have no machinery 
to wrest power from those who have usurped power. Тһе idea of black 
capitalism is just a means of trying to get people to think things are 
better or getting better, and it von't vork. We don't want to endorse 
government grants to anyone for anything because it's buying more time 
for the regime. 


"Не are relating to electoral politics because of this 
particular time ve think it suits our purpose. We hope to use it. 
Тһе BPP has other programs and we'll work on them гапа be flexible to 
the times. 


"Bobby Seale and Newton always amazed me because everybody 
talked about police brutality but nobody did anything.  Theyset up 
а party, armed themselves, got an old car and went out on the streets 
of Oakland at night and followed the pigs around. When thay stopped 
a citizen they were thereto speak up for him. They had their pieces 
and the cops had theirs and беу меге prepared to defend themselves 
if they had to. 
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"We need some strategic retreats around the country to take 
care of a lot of people and Stokely's place could accommodate a lot 
of people. The BPP is not a bodyguard outfit but is a political party.

(1) Lerrsssment and Security av Hill Auditorium: 


During the pre-convention activities on the U of M 
campus and during the period of the holding of the Michigan State 
Convention of the CNP at the Ц ог М, there was scheduled on the 
afternoon of August 15, 1968, a speaking appearance by Eldridge 
Cleaver, Black Panther Party (BPP), who vas the favored nominee 
for the office of President of the United States of the CNP 
Convention, The sources advised that Cleaver was to appear & 
Hill Auditorium on the U of M campus at 4:00 p.m., and that a 
crowd of some 250 - 500 persons awaited nis appearance until 
9:40 p.m., when it was announced that he would not appear. 
Sources advised that during this period, therc was evidence 
to unusual security moasures by а group of "body guard' type 
Negro males who were considered to be part of C'eaver's ог the 
BPP's security detail. These individuals made a thorough 
search of the Hill Auditorium, searching the entire building, 
wiring, rafters et cetera, and thereafter posted guards at the 
entrance А detai Some Six iudividuals, 
including posted themselves at 
the rear exit to the auditorium where they permitted no entrance 
or cyit from the building, even to university waintenance and 
other persornel. Sources advised that during the long wait of 
the expected attendees to this meeting, objections of persons 
who had purchased tickets were made with considerable harrassment 
and on announcement that Cleaver would поі appear and оп 
announcement thai the admission moni would not be refunded, 
the above-described "guard detail" permitted no œe іо enter the 
auditorium, locked the front eutrances, and reportedly exited 
from the rear, 





















Ка спа са Hyland, who described himself as the National

Leroy Eldridge Cleaver, publicly identified as Minister 
of Information of the Black Panther Party (BPP), was convicted in 
Los Angeles, California, on March 20, 1958, on four counts of 
assault with intent to commit murder and assault with a deadly 
weapon as a result of an attempted rape. Не was sentenced to 
serve six months to 14 years as a result of this conviction. 

On December 12, 1966, he was paroled. 


On April 6, 1968, Cleaver and other members of the ВРР 
were involved in a shoot-out with the Oakland, California Police 
resulting in the death of Bobby Hutton, Treasurer, of the BPP and 
the wounding of two Oakland Police Officers. Cleaver was charged wit 
assault with intent to commit murder and trial is pending.

In March, 1968, the name of the organization was changed 
to Black Panther Party (BPP). 


The official BPP publication, "The Black Panther Party - 
Black Community News Service", states that the BPP advocates use 
of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent revoluntionary 
program to end oppression of black people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, announced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of 
Justice, BPP, upon Н, ВАРР. BROWN, Chairman of SNCC, 


SNCC is а militant Negro organization 
which preaches black supremacy. 


NEWTON, aforementioned, is incarcerated in the Alameda 
County Jail, Oakland, California, awaiting trial on charge of 
murder of an Oakland police officer. 


Headquarters of BPP and Huey P. Newton Defense Fund 
are located at 4421 Grove Street, Oakland, California.

The reason for the 
travel was not stated.  Cleaver's request was granted. 





On October 17, 1968, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that Le- 
roy Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of Information of BPP bas been 
invited to speak at Northwestern University at the Cahn Aud- 
itorium in Evanston, Illinois, on Friday night, 7:30 p.m., Oc- 
tober 25, 1968. The Northwestern Student Senate is sponsoring 
Cleaver's appearance. 


On October 18, 1968, the Chicago Sun-Times daily 
newspaper contained an item on page 16 entitled, "Northwestern 
To Hear Speech From Cleaver." The article announced the above 
mentioned speaking engagement of Cleaver. It continued; 


"Cleaver, 33, holds the titie of Minister of Infor- 
mation for the Black extremist group in California. Не is the 
Presidential candidate of the Peace and Freedom Party. 


"The most recent Cleaver controversy centered on 
whether he shouid be allowed to give lectures on racism in a 
credit course at the University of California, Berkeley. Cal- 
ifornia Governor Honald Reagan and othersopposed the idea. 
But in a compromise worked out by University ieaders, Cleaver 
was allowed to lecture October 8 with the understanding that 
no academic credit would be given for the course."

А source advised that the Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense (BPPSD) was formed by rFUEY PERCY NZ'"TON, Minister 
of Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in December, 1966, 
as a militant black nationalist political organization to combat 
"police brutality," to unite militant black youth, and to 
determine the destiny of black communities. “he political 
philosophy wes taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of 
Communist Chine and black militant writers. 





In March, 1963, the name, of the organization was 
changed to Black Panther Party (БЕР). 


, The. official BPP publication, “The Black Panther 
Party - Slack Community News Service," states that the ВРР 
advocates use of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent 
revolutionary program to end oppression of black people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRILGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, announced merger of the БОР and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). and bestowed title of Minister of 


Justice, BPP, upon Е. RAP BROCH, Chairman of SNCC.

CLEAVER TALKS ON HIS ARREST 
AND NEWION'S SENTENCE 


by ALBERTO HERNANDEZ 


They have just sentenced Huey to 15 years 
in prison on false charges. It was clear from the 
beginning that fhese were fabricated charges, and 
this was demonstrated by the fact that when the 
sentence was made known, Huey's lawyer went immediately 
to talk with him, but Huey had already been taken out 
of the courtroom, He was placed in & patrol car which 
took him straight to prison. 


Even the police and the jailers knew ahead 
of time what would be the sentence against Newton, 
I know of my own experience, because I have been in 
prison, that when somebody is taken out of a court- 
room so quickly, it means that the verdict was known 
beforehand. This shows a clear case of collusion, 
Everybody agreed to send Huey to prison.

That same day, the Court of Appeals issued 
an order sending me back to prison, That is proof 
that they plan to cripple the leadership of the Black 
Panthers, and they hope in this way to destroy the 
organization, 


(The communication was cut at this point 
by an "error" of the American telephone operator. 
We were connected again in a short time, thanks to 
the efforts of the Cuban operator.) 


I have a good idea who broke our connection, 
1 was saying that the District Court of Appeals ordered 
me to return to prison on parole violation...and this 
order was issued the same day that Huey was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison, Му parole was revoked because 
of my public activities to demonstrate the political 
mature of the charges against Huey. And this was 
the first time I was involved in charges of parole 
violation, The only thing we have done is educate 
public opinion in the United States and the rest of 
the world, concerning the political nature of this 
attack on Huey P. Newton. And these activities 
angered the authorities, who are determined to eli- 
minate those who want to spread the truth. 


Nevertheless, this effort to send me to 
jail was blocked by a judge, who accepted a writ of 
habeas corpus which freed me from jail. However, 
the Parole Board people appealed this decision, 
and a higher court rejected this recourse, They 
did give me 60 days freedom, before returning to 
prison, 


Convert the Streets of the U.S. into the Sierra Maestra 


We still have certain legal ways of escape, 
and that is what we are exploring at the moment,  How- 
ever, once these legal avenues have been exhausted, 
our only remedy will be to use revolutionary methods. 
At this time, we will have the backing of the people, 
wbo have remained at our side during this entire 
process, and if the imperialists and the racists 
refuse us justice, the people will understand our 
actions and will support them.

We have passed the point where it makes 
sense to call on the courts to respect our rights, 
because there are racists in the courts who refuse 
us justice, and they do this without thinking that 
the eyes of the world are on them. They are shame- 
less about rejecting public opinion, So, we are 
at the point of abandoning legal methods, і,е., 
calling on the courts, We feel that legal avenues 
have just about been exhausted, and the moment has 
come to convert the streets of the United States 
into a Sierra Maestra. 


Things reached a point where they wanted 
me to leave my home, because my wife Kathleen 
purchased a pistol, and having a pistol violates 
the terms of my parole, 


It was essential that my wife acquire 
this weapon, because the police recently shot at 
the windows of our offices, and moreover, the 
racists аге ready to murder us. 


Nevertheless, our lawyers told us that 
Kathleen is within her rights, guaranteed by the 
Constitution, to own а weapon, so that actually, 
the authorities are putting me in prison in order 
to take away my wife'& right to possess a weapon 
with which to defend herself, 


Another thing I want to clarify is the 
following: the young white students at the University 
of California invited me to give а course on racism 
in the United States. This brought about the inter- 
vention of the racist Governor of California, Ronald 
Reagan, who insisted that I not be permitted to 
speak to the students, Nevertheless, the students 
protested, апа they insisted that I be given the 
opportunity to teach this course on racism in the 
United States. The University is run by men who are 
appointed for political reasons, and these gentlemen 
gave in to the demands of the Governor of California, 
but the students remained firm. Апа, in the midst 
of this crisis, the Court of Appeals ordered me to 
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return to prison. Thus, this order appears to be 
motivated by political reasons, 


Huey Faces Johnson's Justice 


We do not know if he will receive justice 
on this appeal, because all these judges bend to 
political pressure, and they are very similar to 
the judges who rejected Fidel Castro's appeal, 
applied Batista's "justice," and sent him to jail, 
In a similar fashion, they will apply Johnson's 
justice to Huey, There is really not much hope 
that the appeal will be favorable, but it is а way 
of exhausting all legal means in the eyes of the 
people, We will carry this appeal to the highest 
court in the country, and we will rouse the con- 
Science of the people and show them that the only 
way to obtain justice for the people is for the 
people to be united and armed against the racist, 
decadent imperialist structure. This is the way 
we will fight, and Huey has said so himself. Не 
are working on all fronts to gain freedom for Huey. 


Even though there is ап order sending me 
to prison within a few days, there is no way to make 
me go to jail when I have committed no crime, 1% 
does not appear to me to be my duty to go to the 
imperialist slaughterhouse like a tame sheep. 


It is our duty to go to the rescue of 
our brothers, and to see that the news of how 
Negroes are treated in the United States is known 
all over the world, 


During this electoral campaign, the racists 
and imperialists Nixon, Humphrey and Wallace are 
stirring up the Negro problem to incife the whites 
to vote for them, These men are ready to sacrifice 
anything to gain the presidency; they will sacrifice 
justice, the legitimate interests of the реор1е-- 
they don't care about the people, merely money and 
power.

THE DEATH OF FASCIST AGENT JOHN FREY 


On October 28th last year, police agent 
John Frey appeared dead of а gunshot in Oskland, 
California. He was well known in the ghetto as one 
of the worst racists on the police force, Shortly 
before, һе had advised by short wave: "I have а 
Panther car," At that period, the police in Oakland 
had distributed lists with license numbers of the 
cars of the Panthers (and of cars driven by their 
associates, white or black), in addition to photo- 
graphs of Black Panther leaders to all police stations. 
Оп various occasions, the police had committed reprisals 
against the Panthers, 


Officer Негһег% Haines, the only witness to 
Frey's death, who had arrived at the spot as a rein- 
forcement, stated that two Negro citizens were in the 
Panther car, one of them Huey P, Newton, Minister of 
Defense of the Black Panther Party for Self-Defense.

Haines said then that һе saw no weapon in 
Huey's hands, although at the trial he stated that 
Newton had killed Frey and wounded him, Haines added 
that Newton and his companion fled. Nevertheless, 
hours later, Huey was taken to Kaiser Hospital, 
seriously wounded, 


Áccording to what was proved, in spite 
Of the fact that Huey had four wounds in the abdomen 
апа one wound in the thigh, the doctors refused to 
&ttend him until the police arrived. When the 
police arrived, the doctors permitted them to hand- 
cuff Huey on the operating table. Newton suffered 
badly, without medical attention. He even asked to 
be knocked out, to escape the pain. 


Hours later, after surgery, Newton was taken 
to a hospital room, under heavy police guard, А police- 
man threatened to cut off his intrsvenous feeding tube. 
Another policeman pointed a gun at his head and said 
he would kill him, and then say he had been trying 
to escape. This policeman said later that he would 
not have shot, because Newton would die in the gas 
chamber, 


During the time that Huey was in the 
hospital, the police guarding him mistreated him; 
they would jolt the bed, hoping to open his wounds; 
they hit him in the stomach until blood covered 
his bandages. 


Newton was later transferred to San Quentin 
Prison, where he continued to receive medical treat- 
ment, and later һе was taken to Alameda County Jail, 
on false charges. 


So far, there has been no legal proof that 
Huey P. Newton killed Officer Frey. However, at the 
trial which ended last Friday, Newton was sentenced 
to 15 years imprisonment.

А source advised that the Black Реп рег Party For 
Self-Defense (BPPSD) was formed by HUEY PERCY NEWTON, Mimister 
of Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in Oakland, 
California, im December, 1966, as a militant black nationalist 
political organization te combat "police brutality,” to unite 
militant black youth, to determine the destiny of black 
communities, and to educate black people in African history. 
The political philosophy of the organization was taken from the 
writings of МАО TSE-TUNG of Communist China and black militant 
writers. 


The official BPPSD publication "The Black Panther- 
Black Community News Service" indicates the leadership of the 
BPPSD advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics im the 
violent revolutionary program to end oppression and to oppose 
the drafting of black men to fight in Vietnam. 


A second source advised that im early 1967, SEALE, 
NEWTON, and their associates carried carbine rifles and holstered 
pistols in plain view on the streets of Oakland and elsewhere 
while on "defense patrols.” 


BOBBY GEORGE SEALE was one of the persons arrested by 
the Sacramento, California, Police Department on May 2, 1967, 
when members of the BPPSD invaded the California State Iegis- 
lative Assembly in Sacramento while in session, carrying loaded 
guns to protest restrictions on the carrying of guns.

The Students for a Democratic Society (805), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in june, 1962, Тһе SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
"padically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International іп San francisco, 
California, on May 1%, 1965, described the 505 as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." At 
the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The National 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago,

On October 21, 1968, Thomas F. Bell, Chief of Police, 
Stanford University, Palo Alto, California, advised that 
Cleaver spoke to an overflow crowd at the Stanford University 
auditorium during the evening hours of October 1, 1968. His 
speech was full of obscene four letter words directed at 
public officials, and contained a challenge to a duel for 
California Governor Ronald Reagan, whom he said he would beat 
to death with a marshmgllow.  Cleaver stated that Huey Newton, 
Minister of Defense of the Black Panther Party, had been 
railroaded to jail, and he compared America to Nazi Germany, 
stating America was on the verge of Nazism.

A review of the San Francisco file discloses no information 
on which a determination can be made that Mid-Western P&FP leaders 
suspect CLEAVER has become mentally unbalanced. Such an opinion 
could possibly have come about as a result of Subject's Omaha, 
Nebraska speech given on 8/24/68, when the Nebraska P&FP was attempt- 
ing to gain recognition аз a legitimate party and appear on that 
State's ballot. His speech on that occasion was obscene and in- 
flamatory. 


At an Orange County P&FP meeting held on 9/11/68 at 
Santa Ana, California, the membexhip indicated their displeasure 
at the fact CLEAVER did not follow the Southern California Platform 
at the P&FP Convention, however, there was no indication leadership 
thought he was unbalanced.

This meeting was concerning election disruption to 
be carried out by the "Yippies." There were approximately 300 
to 400 persons in attendance and the discussion was led by JERRY 
RUBIN who made remarks in general regarding causing a disruption 
at every election polling place in San Francisco, Berkeley, 
Oakland, and Richmond areas. 


He was not well received by the crowd and general 
comments were to make love-ins at the polling places; to have 
whiskey and beer in the polling booths; and to. use matches instead 
of ink at the polls. There was no specific designation as to how 
matches would be used at the booths.

The source advised that the next person who spoke at 
the meeting was a Caucasian by the name of НАУЕ5 ог possibly 
HADEN (phonetic), and he stated in essence the same message that 
RUBIN had tried to give to the meeting, but as he was not well 
received, the second speaker had more or less restated the same 
things. 


The next speaker was a Negro, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, who 
made general comments regarding things the Black Panther Party 
and himself would do to disrupt the election and did not make 
specific threats as to how they would carry this out, but kept 
referring to how the Black Panther Party would get guns and shoot 
up "this and that," not specifically identifying. 


The Youth International Party (YIP), also 
known as Yippies, is a New York-based 
radical political youth organization 
established in early 1958. 


The "New York Post," a New York City 
daily newspaper, in its February 2, 1968 
issue, Page 12, sets forth an article 
entitled "Gaily, Gaily, Hippies Coing 
Into Politics," which states in part as 
follows: 


"A new group called Youth International 
Party (YIP) with a high command of 25 
'Yippies'! is promoting а fun-and-games 
youth festival in Chicago during the 
Democratic National Convention in late 
August." 


The article went on to state that the 

New York-based organization promised 
singing, dancing in the streets, poetry, 
and "making love in the parks" according 
to the first announcement distributed to 
radical newspapers by Liberation News 
Service (LNS) whose co-directors are also 
on the YIP committee.

A second source advised on November 2, 1968, that a 
pre-election rally was sponsored by the YIP and the BPP at 
Berkeley, California Community Center on the night of November 
1, 1968. JERRY RUBIN, as the leader of the YIP, spoke and 
asserted that only those aged seven or younger hadenough 
revolutionary potential.  RUBIN was unpopular with the audience 
and left the stage after being hooted down by the crowd. 


LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of Information of 
the BPP, addressed the audience. CLEAVER: claimed to be "stoned." 
He asked for and received a "joint" which he lighted while on 
Stage. CLEAVER asserted that he would take refuge in the black 
community and surround himself with guns in order to avoid going 
back to the penitentiary.  CLEAVER stated he would kill or have 
killed anyone who tried to extract him.  CLEAVER stated he would 
kill San Francisco Mayor JOSEPH АГТОТО. 


A rally publicly announced as an anti-election demon- 
stration by the Yippies was held at the San Francisco Civic 
Center plaza from 1:00 p.m. to 3:30 p.m., November 5, 1968. 
This rally featured entertainers, agitator-propaganda theatre 
groups which presented an obscene play ridiculing candidates RICHARD 
NIXON and HUBERT HUMPHREY, and a pig which the speaker claimed 
represented a candidate of the YIP which was as good as the 
candidates of the other parties. 


At 3:30 p.m., the вреакег suggested that the group 
proceed to the San Francisco Financial District to disrupt the 
activities in that area and show the people that real power is 
not in the voting booths. 


The rally which was originally organized by JERRY RUBIN, 
leader of YIP, announced no sponsorship on November 5, 1968, but 
the group of about 500 present all appeared to be hippie-type with 
sweet smell of marijuana noted by some observers. 


Numerous pieces of literature from all new left and 
some black militant groups were distributed at the rally.

The Young Chicanos for Community Action, also known 45 
Brown Berets, was formed during 1967 within the predominantly 
Mexican-American eastside of Los Angeles. Тһе Young Chicanos 
for Community Action acquired the name Brown Berets when they 
. identified themselves as a group by wearing brown berets and 
Khaki Army fatigue jackets. The group has approximately 35 active 
members. 


In 1968, DAVID SANCHEZ, Prime Minister of the Brown 
Berets, prepared а booklet entitled, "The Birth of а New Symbol - 
the Brown Beret Manual". “his booklet states in part as follows: 
"Por over 120 years, the Mexican-American has suffered at the 
hands of the Anglo Establishment. He is discriminated against in 
Schooling, housing, employment, and in every other phase of life... 
Because these injustices have existed and the Anglo Establishment 
Shows no sign of changing them, and because the cries of individuals 
have gone unheard and fallen upon deaf ears, a group of Young 
Chicanos! have come together under the name of the Brown Berets to 
demand an immédiate end to the injustices committed against the 
Mexican-American" 


This manual also states that the purpose of the Brown 
Berets is summed up in its motto: "TO SERVE, OBSERVE AND PROTECT". 
According to the manual, the portion of the motto, "TO PROTECT", 
means "To protect, guarantee, апа secure the rights of the Mexican- 
American by all means necessary. How far we must go in order to 
protect these rights is dependent upon those in power. 17 those 
Anglos in power are willing to do this in a peaceful and orderly 
ргосевв, then we will be only too happy to accept this way.

QUESTION: Jusi who and what are the Black Panthers? 


CLEAVER: The Black Panther Party is a political party 
that originated in Oakland, California, and was started 
by Huey Р. Newton who is the minister of defense of 
the party, and our chairman, Bobby Seale. The party seeks 
to organize black people so they can move and take 
control of the life, the politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. 

What really makes the Black Panther Party stand out

We feel that the primary 
problem confronting ‘the black people today is the’ prob- 
lem of being organized. The chief impediment to organi- 
zation of the black community comes from the activities 
of the police department. The potice department func- 
tions like an occupied army in the black community, 
and it intimidates black people. Ш disturbs meetings, 
prevents black people from having peaceful assemblies, 
and the very presence of the police, with the history they 
have with black people, makes them an undesirable 
element іп our community. We seek to remove them 
from the community because they are constantly killing 
and terrorizing our people. 

We feel that before much more progress can be made, 
this particular problem has to be dealt with. So we call 
for the immediate withdrawal of the white racist police- 
men from cur community, and we call for enactment of 
the principle that those who police our community must 
live in our community. We want the community to con- 
trol the policemen who police our communities. We feel 
that it’s a form of community imperialism to have a po- 
lice force occupying our community that is controlled by 
the white suburbs. This is an obnoxious situation, and we 
want it to end. 


QUESTION: Have the police department and the Black 
Panthers ever sat down at the same table and attempted 
to negotiate any of the problems? 


CLEAVER: There have been very minimal direct con- 
tacts, such as when we've staged benefits and rallies at 
auditoriums where security has to be discussed; but they 
prefer to do that behind closed doors.

They've broken away from those two par- 
ties, and the type of corrupt policies that they've been 
practicing since they've come into existence, and formed 
a new third party that seeks to align itself with the legiti- 
mate aspirations of the black community and with the 
anti-war movement in this country. И seems to chart а 
new direction in national politics. 

We felt that this was a positive sign coming out of the 
white community and we saw no reason not to work 
with them, because we share some of the same goals 
and attitudes.

We work with different groups on the campuses, and 
with white people who have had а chance to see us in 
action. and who know what we're involved in and what 
our aims are. 


This is distinguished from the racists in the power 
structure who want to keep people divided. They don't 
want to see white people and black people work to- 
gether on anything that seriously contests the status quo. 
They're the ones who spread racism through their con- 
trol of the mass media; they try to spread the idea that 
the Black Panther Party is some type of irresponsible 
gang of hoodlums, whose only ambition is to go out and 
kill and. murder and invade the suburbs and all that 
magic. But the white people here in this area work with 
us, and we do a very good job, and there's no problem 
in that area. 


Our problem comes from the racists who fear the 
development on a national scale of a working coalition 
between black people and white people who want to 
move to change this country. This is what they fear and 
this is why they move to suppress all tendencies and all 
manifestations of political expression that are moving in 
that direction. Any white person with any sense who 
wants to do something to bring about a better world 
has never had a hard time lalking to black people or 
relating to black people because black people have been 
so down on hatred, they have been so much the victims 
of racism and racial hatred that it's almost impossible 
for a black person to really become ә racist as white 
people are. This is not one of our problems.

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In reply to your letter of November 28th, Eldridge 
Cleaver is being sought by the California Department of Corrections 
for return to prison following revocation of his parole. That agency 
has requested the assistance of local California law enforcement 
authorities. 


The FBI has jurisdiction under the Fugitive Felon 
Act to assist local authorities in effecting the apprehension of а con- 
victed felon who has traveled in interstate or foreign commerce to 
avoid confinement if requested to do so. In Cleaver's case, our 
assistance has been requested, and the matter has been discussed 
with the United States Attorney in San Francisco who has declined 
to authorize the issuance of a Federal warrant since no information 
has been developed to indicate Cleaver has fled the State of California. 


I trust the above will clarify for you why we are not 
conducting an investigation in this matter. ,

phasis toward some vague higher 
sensibilities of protest achieved by 
Afro-American writers today. lt is 
mot surprising that ‘downtrodden’? 
Blacks can now cash in through the 
confessional without kneeling in 
la dusty cubicle. 

In order to succeed in this Ameri- 
сап system, the Black writer (ds 
lexpressionist) is in need of.a cata- 
force, а "''helping hand,” 
is already part of an ac- 
knowledged literary fraternity of 
long standing, and which ‘invariably 
is white.. In some bastions, this 
artistic interlocking of mutual” in- 
terests was once upon a time (and 
not so long ago) stamped as ‘ће 
Great White Father Complex," or 
better still a Black plea for patron- 
age. А recall of such associations 
іп this century brings to mind the 
following linked names: Paul Law- 
сепсе Dunbar and William Dean 
Howells; Jean Toomer and Waldo 
Frank; Langston Hughes and Vachel 
Lindsay and Carl Van Vechten -- all 
of whom epitomized this tendency of 
patronization, Their (the whites")

Cullen, Claude MacKay, all pub- 


lished .weiters before the thirties. 
Others such as Wallace Thurman, 
Eric Waldron, Rudolph Fisher and 
others too numerous to name drop, 
had the credit card of being Black. 
The uptown world was much different 
from that of the downtown coteries, 
but nevertheles$ the white-author- 


writer could go anywhere. Theodore 
Dreiser, Sinclair Lewis, Sherwood 
‘Anderson, Heywood Broun, George 


* Jean Nathan, H. L. Mencken, Dorothy 


Parker, е. в. cummings and Hart 
Crane cavorted in all quarters. Though 
not “patrons,” they saw something 
in Black which they not only used 
but helped in one way or another to 
define...at least within their own 
respective crafts. Alain Locke gave 
illumination to the term “New Negro” 
as a reaffirmation of ethnocentricity. 
But came the “Great Crash” in 1929, 
and the bottom dropped out of өуегу- 
thing. The N.R.A. along with the 
MW.P.A. placed Black and white 
writers on a definable equality of 
purpose, and Black’ mentorship waned. 
Then came Richard Wright and tho 
formation of the (not then conscious) 
Urban Protest tradition through his 
Native Son and other works ushered 
in by Ralph Ellison (Invisible Man), 
James Baldwin, John O. Killens, 
William Melvin Kelley, John Williams 
and countless others who were writing 
for different reasons, writing because,

Ashes and [се present a 
curious irony of present citcum- 
stances as achievement.

What 
necessitates their respective in- 
volvement may bean altruistic hu- 
manismof sorts. But let this be clear 
in all quarters concerned: Riding 
shotgun on the Black covered wagon 
as a forever-gospel-train can be just 
as much a disservice as it may clearly 
be an honest concern. The reason 
being that in this age of ostensible 
enlightenment, quasi revolutions, ex- 
posure to varied media including the 
plethora of the paperback book, ete., 
there is simply no reason to per- 
petuate any activity which does not 
render the Black writer in this country 
a full' amount of intellectual self- 
determination.

print. The value judgement affod 
Cleaver inthis case by Geismar is 
satisfying as an index of appeal, but 
is so very far off-base that it di- 
minishes literary reason. Eldridge 
Cleaver's literary predecessors are 
distinctly at this point DeSade, Genet, 
Crump and possibly Chessman -- not 
because they all suffered under im- 
prisonment but because they were un- 
fulfilled às human beings under pres- 
sure and with some extraordinary sexual 
needs, ad infinitum. In Oscar Wilde's 
two years of confinement in Reading 
Gaol, he produced “Пе Profundis,” 
perhaps the most extraordinary piece 
of literature yet written from con- 
finement. But Cleaver is no Wilde, 
to be sure, though he is a good 
writer of his kind, from the frame of 
reference һе has afforded himself. 
Modern literature today consists 
of everything from graffiti to sky- 
writing, which can be acceptable as 
long as detergents. and a swift flow 
of cumulus clouds do not intervene.

relevance. Cleaver is hip, Black, 
deprived, and searching. Societal 
‘convictions about drugs, sexual 


appetites and known “revolutions” 
ate increasingly on his mind as his 
(nine-year-plus) imprisonment blows 
his balloon. Under reflection, with 
the use of prison libraries, Cleaver 
creates himself in an intellectual 
hunger, 

The two important factors that we 
have to deal with in respect to Cleaver's 
appeal are fundamentally those of 
his search for identity and the re- 
sources at his disposal for self- 
enlightenment. Firstly, let us say 
that Cleaver’s identity problem is no 
different from that of the average 
Black college student who has less 
time to probe, and that the student's 
conclusions would be no better or 
different than Cleaver's. Сотраг- 
atively speaking, this material that 
Cleaver investigates and relinquishes 
is actuallyarehashof ideas that he 
has been denied. No real sincere

which he feels and that he eulogizes 
about. 

It is no secret that along with the 
more known book clubs there is a 
club called “Nigger of the Year Book 
Club." The new-culture-heroes of 
our time are now literary, and more 
power to them. The award for con- 
spicuous gallantry іп expression 
can only be awarded according to the 
exploitive demands of the publishing 
industry as it gives birth to socio- 
logical paralysis, a process care- 
lessly endorsed by the writers them- 
selves. Gone are the Maxwell Per- 
kins and others who had a real con- 
cern for their writers’ talents and 
lives. One day Cleaver will really 
rebel when he gets beyond the witness 
chair. 

Cleaver has read a great deal and 
understands the corpus delicti of 
America, which in a way is his Soul 
оя ісе, and the glaciated world about 
him. Fortunately his ability to ab- 
sorb and synthesize the phenomena of 
what he has read and lived through 
with concern makes an. enormous 
amount of sense... to the degree of 
his speculation. But really, what 
else is new? Things ate tough all 
over. Does this purport to represent 
а new kind of leadership? Giving 
Cleaver an approximation to Fanon 
and saying that he is “опе of the 
best cultural critics now writing” is 
a further distortion of the truth. 
C:eaver is eclectic to be sure, with 


takings. But his motivational in- 
sights are опе or two steps away from 
the Gestalt treadmill of lay socio- 
logical insight. 

Finally, Г ат concerned about 
Cleaver in spite of what I have shown 
аз а comparative approximation of 
his work and his times in the sorrow- 
ful ache that is now history. Under 
the conditions which he wrote we can 
never dismiss this output as another 
texture of literary pain. Every word 
he has written I can honestly believe. 
The only legacy we can afford him is 
to quote William Blake in saying that 
"'imitation is criticism." Eldridge 
Cleaver is not at fault -- it is his 
critics who require censure.

It is based largely ` 
on Cleaver's self-serving statements in his book and urges 
"understanding" of the viewpoint of Cleaver who is described 
ав the "Tom Paine" of the New Left. The resulting aggrandize- 
ment of a black revolutionist is unfitting for a national 
family magazine. The author, a former Saturday Evening Post 
Managing Editor, was placed on the Special Correspondents' 

List in 1964. 


Some counteraction by nationally-read journalists 
Should be taken to show Cleaver for what he is and to place 
his revolutionary ideas in perspective, namely, to show that 
they represent the ideas of a black lunatic fringe, to shame 
audiences who would applaud his filth, and to show how 
excusing, and popularizing. racial extremists increases their 
inflaence.

DETAILS: 


А feature in the 11/16/68 issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post is an article concerning the subject, an 
Official of the extremist Black Panther Party (BPP), 
written by Don A. Schanche. Cleaver's book, "Soul on Ice" 
("a $5.95 value"), is offered tree in this issue for a 
year's subscription to The Saturday Evening Post. 


Schanche's article is largely based on Cleaver's 
self-serving statements in his book. Although he does 
not conceal Cleaver's past as & rapist and jail bird and 
bis present role as a revolutionist, the article is 
softened by urging the reader to "understand this man" 
and his position that white society must change to avert 
а black revolution which will "level the earth." Не 
refers to Cleaver as the "Tom Paine of the New Left." 


One ridiculous claim, if true, made in Schanche's 


&rticle is the quotation attributed to Stan Carter, 
Cleaver's California Probation Officer, who says he no 
longer looks on the Black Panthers as hoodlums; "I consider 
them real gentlemen in the community." 


Bufiies show that Schanche was Managing Edkor 
of The Saturday Evening Post in early 1964. А letter 
dated 3/25/64 to Schanche from the Director congratulated 
him on his promotion to Editor of Holiday magazine. He 
was then added to the Special Correspondents' List. Іп 
1964 Schanche was described as a strong supporter of the 
Director and the ЕБІ апа no derogatory references were 
located concerning him. 


This article is another example of glorification 
of а criminal and a black revolutionist whose influence 
with black people would be considerably lessened if 
national magazines would ignore him. His book is a collection 
of essays written while he was in prison and its appeal 
is probably largely the fact that it is full of obscenities

editorial policy of The Saturday Evening Post has sunk, 

to say nothing of the low regard the magazine has for the 
reading tastes of the public. 


Timely action should be taken by responsible 
journalists who have a national audience to place 
Cleaver's background and ideas in perspective and show 
that he and the audiences which applaud his revolutionary 
talk and gutter language represent the black and white 
minority.

It has to be stressed that the uncontradicted 
evidence presented to this court indicated that the petitioner 
has been a model parolee. The peril to his parole status 
stemmed from no failure of personal rehabilitation, but 
fron his. undue eloquence in pursuing political goals, goals 
which were offensive to many of his contemporaries. Not only 
was there absence of cause for the cancellation of parole, 
it was the product of a type of pressure unbecoming, to say 
the least, to the law enforcement paraphernalia of this State.

Declaring that Cleaver was being held as a 
'political prisoner’, Judge Sherwin ordered the California

This ruling was overturned by the State Court of 
Appeals at the behest of the Adult Authority.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, 
and the destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby 
George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey Р. Newton, BPP Minister of 
Defense. Newton is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on 
a conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of an 
Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "Тһе Black Panther," which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," states that 
the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its revo- 
lutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who 
should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains ап 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, which 
ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Атта yourselves. Тһе only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 
October 5, 1968, edition of "Тһе Black Panther" is the statement, 
",,.We will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow 


it." 


"Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature MAO's statement that "political power grows out 
of the barrel of a gun."

(RPI), TROY, NEW YORK, ON 

OCTOBER 10, 1968 


A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on October 11, 1968, that 
LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER spoke at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute (RPI), Troy, N. Ү., on the evening of October 10, 
1968, in the gymnasium. The source stated CLEAVER's appearance 
on the RPI campus was sponsored by the Inter-Fraternity Council, 
an association of fraternities at RPI, which paid him $500; ne 
admission was charged. 


CLEAVER's appearance was the result of a letter 
written by the Inter-Fraternity Council to all Presidential 
candidates requesting they speak on the RPI campus. 


Source stated that about 1500 persons, predominantiy 
students, heard CLEAVER's speech, wbich was unenthusiasticall;y 
received, except for approximately 100 people who sat in the 
ront of the gymnasium. 


The source stated CLEAVER каз introduced by PET 
DEVINOVICH, who described himself as the New York Stat 
AE of the Peace and Freedom Party (PFP) and who 
lescribed CLEAVER as the Minister of Information of the Black 


Panther Party (BPP), and the Presidential candidate of the 
PFP. 


DEVINOVICH described the PFP as a recently-organizec, 
completely independent, political party which is controlled by 
che membership. DEVINOVICH stated the BPP and the PFP are 
associated but that each works independently. He said the PFr 
nas no illusions that CLEAVER would be elected President of 
the United States.

A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information іп the past, advised that CLEAVER!s 
speech at RPI was filled with obscenities and earthy language. 
Source stated CLEAVER often compared the United States with 
the Babylonian Empire, and he was very critical of the U. S. 
policy in Viet Nam. CLEAVER criticized President JOHNSON, 
Governor RONALD REAGAN ofCalifornia, and all leading Presidential 
candidates. CLEAVER stated that a vote for any of the three 
candidates whom he called "pigs" would be a crime against humanity 


The first confidential source referred to above 
furnished the following information concerning CLEAVER's 
ects 


CLEAVER began speaking with obscene greetings to the 
‘pigs of the power structure” and gave a special greeting to 
his parole officer, whom he said required him to give his 
itinerary in advance. so the "slow dull pigs in thé local area" 
could monitor his speech and send back the results so the 
parole officer could hear for himself what CLEAVER had to say. 


CLEAVER described the Presidential candidates WALLACE, 
NIXON and HUMPHREY as "pigs" and stated "one was just as bad 
as the other, опе can get you killed just as bad as the other 
and that's all they have to offer to the people of the world, 
to the people of this country which means that we have a 
problem". Не said this was a problem which could not be solved 
Оу voting for him (CLEAVER) because he would not care if no 
one voted for him in November and recommended that no one vote 
Ээасацве he believed a vote for anyone of the candidates "would 
be a crime against humanity". 


CLEAVER stated that "America, the beautiful successor 
to Nazi Germany, either Паз to change the swastika as a symbol 
of terror around the world, decadent Babylonians, murderers, 
oerpetrators of genocide, liars, hypocrites and | everything foul. 
mat's what's in this country, pigs and people." 


He said that those in the audience, because of 
Listening to the news media, teachers and preachers, have 
probably heard that CLEAVER is a racist. He stated that he 
was not a racist but for law and order, different than that of 
GEORGE WALLACE and all the pigs of the power structure. He 
said "I'm for law and order that will get everyone in this 
country out of order, out of the order that we've been placed 
in, into another Boston Tea Party, because that's what we пеес. 
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"The avenues of redress have been closed. The pigs of the power 
structure have usurped the political machinery of this country. 
1? you don't believe this, ask those McCarthyites who went to 
Chicago and got all the fat wipped off their heads trying to 
rapport Senator McCarthy, trying to exercise their Constitutional 

ights to dissent. Ask them if the political channels are stili 
open. 


He related that he heard the chairman of the McCarthy 
celegation from Wisconsin on television saying, "We came to 
Unicago to participate in the convention of the Democratic Party 
end we thought there was going to be a democratic process but we 

ілі out the Democratic Party has been transformed into the Nazi 
туш” 


CLEAVER described the Republican Party as the "gangster 
conspiracy against the people" and called it the "grand old pig 
party" He said the Republican and Democratic parties should 
change their symbols from the elephant and donkey to a "big fat 
:iz" because "they are foul, they are low and they are everything 

we say those little pigs are". CLEAVER then apologized to 
little pigs. 


CLEAVER continued in his speech by discussing requests 
sade of him by his parole orficer in which he stated: "I went 
zo Seg my parole officer yesterday in crder to get permission to 
come out here and he said 'Eldridge, when the order to return you 
to prison becomes final in about 45 days, what are you going to 

о When he asked me that, I наз on my way out the door. I 
y “5 our business was fiuisheó and I started to speed it up 
eut I decided to be cautious ... the man told me that it was a 
very bad situation, that he didn't went to have to put out an 
points bulletin for me. бо he said, 'Maybe we can do it the 
y we did it the last time. І!11 give you a letter informing 
а that you are to report to San Quéntin State Prison for а 
role revocation hearing.' When he sent me that last one, I 
dn't report to San Quéntin, I reported to my lawyer. He went 
the judge and got & restraining order and the judge issued &n 
пег for them to show cause as to why they should not be held 
in contempt of court. And Mickey Mouse Reagan, Grade B movie 
actor, actress, what is he, I don't know what he is, just as he 
twisted the arm, tentacles of the Regents, Board of Regents, 
orced them to pass a resolution, I guess you'd call it, 
prohibiting me from deliveringthe ten lectures that I'm going to 
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“deliver. Just as he did that he ran to the Appellate Court and 
got them to issue an order revoking my parole. He did that 
because he's а punk, а sissy and а coward and because I challenge 
him to а dual. Т seriously challenge that [895 to а duel. 

I give him his choice of weapons, anything from a baseball bat, 
а knife, а gun, a marshmallow, and I'll beat him to death with а 
marshmallow .. but he doesn't want to deal with that, he doesn't 
want to confront that, so he sneaks around and he gets other 
people to do his dirty work for him. So he's going to have me 
taken back to prison, so he thinks, I'm not going, I'm not going. 
Listen, I went there and I stayed there for nine years and during 
those nine years I investigated the penitentiary thoroughly to 
satisfaction. While there I was in every nook and crann 

they have for a person from the hospital to solitary 
finement. I don't want anything to do with that, not even the 
medicine they were giving out.

But what I до is going to have 
an -ffect upon you because everything that we all do these days 
ing repercussions, and you scientists can understand repercussions. 
sid what I do is going to have repercussions because I know that 
11 have the support of the black community and I know that 
il have the support of а lot of white radicals who are not 
confused, their heads (obscene) with too much foreign 
ideology. And I believe I will have the support of a lot of 
young white people who are caught up in the cultural revoiution 
À are trying to make a break with the bloody decadent past of 
г country because they recogmize they cannot go into the 
ure on the vehicle from the past. Not from this past. 
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"And if I don't have all that support I don't need it all. 

А11 I need is time to die. Time to do my thing and I'm ready 
for that and I don't mind dying (obscene). Just lay me down. 
But. until you lay me down,don't tell me that I can't say what 
Ү Want to say. ТЕ the students at the Uniersity of California 
want to invite me there gnder the rules and regulations that 
then prevail and ask ше to talk about racism, definitely I'm 
going to show up on time (апа I don't want a mother (obscene) 
Governor telling me that I can't talk. I don't care if his 
name is ROCKEFELLER, (Obscene) him. I'm not going to court. 

I don't care if its lynching BAINES JOHNSON it doesn't meke 
any difference that nobody, nobody has the right to tell a man 
he can't talk. That Не can't say his piece. That's something 
of what this country is supposed to be about. That's one of the 
things that we're finding out that it's not about. Апа so we 
find ugly Americans, ugly Americans, vicious Americans the typ? 
of pple who can authorize bombs for breakfast for the people 
in Vietnam, Т say bombs for the Babylonians, if there are 
going to be bombs for the people in Vietnam. 


"Some simple (obscene) reporter asked me out here а 
while ago would Ifightfor this country. I know that was 
a жішріе question but he was a reporter you see and he asked 
me would you fight for any other country. Т said yes. Не 
said which. опе" 


"І started to say China, And then I thought of 
Vietnam, brother HO CHI MIN, and I thoughtof Cuba, then I 
just thought about the whole third world. And so I told that I 
would fight for any country struggling to free itself from 
imperíalism, from colonialism, from the exploitations of 
this racist decadent capitalistic system. Yes I would fight 
Жос them," 


CLEAVER then discussed people who want to end the war 
in Vietnam. Those who march, sign petitions, stage all kinds of 
freak shows and carnivals trying to impress the pigs of the 
power structure, He ridiculed the peace talks going on in 
Faris concerning the Vietnam war as filibustering and putting 
out Lying rumors, 
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He then stated "But if you say you want to see the 
war ended, you say that you sympathize with the people of 
Vietnam, if you say that you feel the same way that they 
feel then you have to realize that the only way that we can 
really stop this war is to give the power Structure a deadline. 
Not a long one either, and tell them that if they don't stop the 
маг we are going to apen up a second front right here in 
Babylon." 


He then compared the people in this country to the 
actions of the German people who wanted to stop the genocide 
of the Jews. 


He said "In this country we are carrying out LBJ's 
program, going along with his program just like the Germans 
did and we sit nere with dumb faces and we need to go out 
in the streets and bring it to an end, and we can do that be- 
cause there are more people in this country than there are 


pigs." 


He 8tated this country is confused ав the result of 
lying statements issued by so call leaders of this country. 


He stated that we have а situation of LYNDON JOHNSON's 
party repudiating him because of a credibility gab. He said 
this was a euphemism, that he, JOHNSON, was а liar. Не said 
it means that the statistics in the reports that JOHNSON puts 
out cannot be trusted. 


He said that JOHNSON must have gotten up one day 
"ала looked at himself in the mirror, and looked at his ugly 
face and he must have seen lies pouring out of his mouth 
dripping with the blood of the people and saw for himself that 
he was indeed foul so he told the people that he did not 
recommend himself again for another term. So get on LYNDON 
BAINES JOHNSON, war criminal, guilty." 


He then asked the audience the question is 
LYNDON BAINES JOHNSON guilty, is he a murderer, is he is war 
criminal. The audience responded with a mixture of уеб $ 
and no's. 
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He asked if there would be a Nuremberg for 
JOHNSON, RUSKand MC NAMARA and for the Republican and 
Democratic Parties. He said he won't talk about the people 
who voted for the candidates but the pigs who control those 
machines, Не specifically stated he was talking about the 
dogs like Mayor DALEY of Chicago. Не criticized DALEY for 
sending his troops against the people in Chicago who were agains 
the war in Vietnam. He then spoke about the public servants 
who had become arrogant who think they own the people and 
this country. He said this condition would not continue 
because he was sure the people of this country and of the 
world would rise up against them. 


He stated that right now there was no real neutral 
ground, that people were either part of the problem or part 
of the solution and they couldn't wait indefinitely. Не 
said "the people who are feeling the pain aren't going to wait 
on you any more." 


He said the oppressor has got out of hand and stated 
it was not safe to go to court in New York any more especially 
if you are a Black Panther, because “off duty racist pigs 
will stamp on you in the hallowed halls of justice." 

He said that we have policemen in this country who have 
developed a class contiousness. Не said the police are 
motivated like the Army, "honor defending the borders of 
civilization aminst the barbary hoards, niggers in the 

ghetto and hippies and yippies and McCarthyites." Не said 
that the police were better organized than the military. 

He spoke of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
which he called "the ruling Reich." He said they have 
ideologies and that they are coreious of temselves, ава 
special interest group, they have big money and they have a lot 
of guns and "they have a blank check for wfpping heads 

unless we call that check in and let them know we want the 
public servants of this country to act like public servants 
and don't bite the hand that feeds them ог we'll take that 
hand and slap their (obscene) heads off." 


CLEAVER stated that women hold the power to make 
the men become а part of the solution. That the women should 
make love and even sex revolutionary and if the men did not agre 
with them thcy should make them leave their pad. He said we 
need men in Babylon who will fulfill their duties as defenders 
of the times. 
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Не then stated to the audience that he wanted а 
policeman and demanded that any policemen who had sneaked 
into the audience to stand up and identify himself. When no one 
stood up he stated he knew they were in there because he could 
smell them and then-called them cowards for not making them- 
selves known to those present. He stated referring to the 
policemen that “We don't fear you any more because we have foun 
out you are not magic and that all you have is a gun and that 
in order to neutralize all we need is а gun and so we got them. 
So shoot your shot and we'll shoot ours and you will be the 
аргеввог as you always аге." 


He then said that"we are going to put an end to your 
murder and that is all I want to talk about until its over with, 
an end to the murder by these brutal pigs." 


Не then spoke about HUEY Р, NEWTON, Minister of 
Defense of the Black Panther Party and asked the audience if 
they had heard about him. He said that NEWTON is behind 
bars because they say he killed а pig. Не said "they 
tried to kill him. Someone killed a pig because the pig is 
dead. That (obscene) ain't going to move, he's dead, but 
HUEY didn't kill hin, you dig it." He said that a jury of 
11 white people and "1?" brought back a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter. Не said that the police didn't-accept this 
verdict and that two drunken policemen came by the Black 
Panther Headquarters in San Francisco and shot up the windows 
aiming at a picture of HUEY NEWTON, all because the judge 
didn't sentence NEWTON to the gas chamber. 


He Spoke about an article he had written concerning 
NEVTON which he wanted the people to read stating that 
NEWTON had set a standard. CLEAVER stated "we need an 
Army." "Ме need a black army and we need a white army. 
We say 811 power to the peopie. Black power for black 
people, white power for white people, brown power for brown 
people, red power for red people, yellow power for MAQ-TSE 
TUNG and HO-CHI-MIN and all of their brothers and sisters." 


He said he knew some people were disgruntled when 


he mentions white power but said that they never had white 
power only "pig power іп your name." 
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CLEAVER said that "we can relate to white power 
because we believe that all people have an absolute right 
to control their own destiny, to have the control of the 
sovercignty which is over him, cvcryonc from Eckimos to thc 
derend@nts of the slave masters and we have only one condi- 
tion, that you stop acting like your grandpappy and grandmamny. 


He stated that people today that are living coin- 
fortably are receivers of stolen property as a result of 
slavery but added that the victims of that plunder are now 
"standing at the door and telling you we want our share and we 
are going to get our share or we're going to turn the (obscene! 
table over." 


He said that the Negroes are not going to have people 
running around comfortably while they are in misery. He said 
Negroes want to be part of the @emocratic regeneration of the 
earth or bepart of the democratic destruction of it. He 
stated "there's not going to be any middle ground and that's 
the point." 


He then ridiculed the polis showing WALLACE as 
gaining and stated that NIXON would win the Presidency and 
that NIXON would take those that wanted him to hell. 


He stated that if he did go to hell he and the other 
members of the Black Panther Party would move against the 
devil and if God joined in a coalition with the devil, 
they would have to move against God also, because "we don't 
hae to submit to anything that's not soothing to our code." 


CLEAVER said "the basic principles we operate on 
is that every man, woman and child on the face of the planet 
earth has an absolute right to the very best, the very 
highest standard of living that human knowledge and technology 
is capable of providing without any exceptions. They have 
а right to that and anything that stands in the way of that has 
to go, including the.decadcent; capitalistic system that is in 
the way of that, and its got to go whether you like it or not." 


He then spoke of other empires through history which 
have fallen and stated that change is now indicated and everyore 
knows it and it is only a question of now. 
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CLEAVER told the students at RPI that when they 
were drfted and asked if they wanted to join the Engineering 
Corps or go to the front lines, that they would choose to 
man the guns md kill their “brothers and sisters;" following 
which he stated "I hope you don't mke it back if you go." 


He criticized Gnneral HERSEY and Сепега! LE MAY 
who endorsed GEORGE WALLACE for President and "sends niggers 
greetings to go to Vietnam to kill yellow people for racists.” 


CLEAVER then criticized ROY WILKINS and WHITNEY YOUNG 
ав being Uncle Toms and toid the audience that if any of 
them were acquainted with an Uncle Tom that the strategy of 
licking boots does not work. He said to tell Uncie Tom to get 
up off his knees, wipe the shoe polish off his mouth and pick 
up а gun and join the black army..."tell him to get off that 
kick because it's not going to work and join the Black 
Panther Party and use that energy in a more efficient manner. 
Tell him to do what MALCOLM X prophetized must be done. " 


He said that HUEY NEWTON was listening to MALCOLM X 
when MALCOLM X said we must organize to defend ourselves. 


CLEAVER read as follows an article he had written 
concerning HUEY P. NEWTON: 


"То HUEY P. NEWTON, a narration and commentary 
by those who know him.  HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, 
of the Black Panther Party, the baddest (obscene) ever to set 
foot inside of history.  HUEY P. NEWTON. the brother, black 
man, nigger, the descendent of slaves who stood up in the 
heart of the ghetto at night in alleys confronted by racist 
pigs with guns and said'my name is HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister 
of Defense of the Black Panther Party, I'm standing on my 
constitutional rights. I'm not going to allow you to 
brutalize me. I'm going to stop you from brutalizing my 
people. You've got your gun, pig, I've got mine. You shoot 
at me, I'm shooting back.'" 


CLEAVER said "that's HUEY P. NEWTON and I think it's 
beautiful." 


He then asked the audience if they could relate 
to a man who had the guts to stand up and say give ше liberty 
or give me death, because that is what HUEY was saying for 
black people. CLEAVER Said that he knew the people could 
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relate to it but they couldn't relate to it in the same way 
as black people. 


GLEAVER closed his speech in stating that 
St. Michael the Archangel was the first pig in history, 
the chief of police of his time who he said was sent to the 
Garden of Eden to evict the people there who were having 
а loud party or something. When St. Michael told Adam and Eve 
to leave they left at once. CLEAVER said had HUEY Р. NEWTON 
been there he would have told that ig that he liked it there 
and he was going to stay and if St. Michael Swung his sword at 
him he would swing his sword back. 





CLEAVER said that we could have a Garden of Eden 
right here with some student power, faculty power and some 
guest lecturer power. 


CLEAVER closed by ridiculing Governor RONALD REAGAN 
and MAX RAFFERTY with obscenities and stated "power to the 
people whether you like it or not. бай night and God biess you, 
if there is one."

APPENDIX 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they cen take control of 
the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It 
was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey P. 
Newton, BPP Minister of Defcuse, Newton is presently serving a 
sentence of 2 to 15 years oa:a conviction of manslaughter іп 
connection with tne kiliing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics 
in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people.

PERSONAL HISTORY 


The subject was born to LEROY and THELMA ROBINSON 
CLEAVER at Little Rcck, Arkansas, on August 31, 1935. He 
was one of six children born to this couple. Не lived in 
Arkansas until the age of 7 (1943) when his parents moved 
to California.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
Also Known As 


"Black Panther Party for Self Defense 


A source advised that the Black Panther Party for Self 
Defense (BPPSD) was formed by HUEY PERCY NEWTON, Minister of 
Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in December, 1966, 
&S a militant black nationalist political organization to combat 
"police brutality", to unite militant black youth, and to determine 
the destiny of black communities. The political philosophy was 
taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of Communist China 
end black militant writers. 


In March, 1968, the name of the organization was changed 
to Black Panther Party (BPP). 


The official BPP publication, "The Black Panther Party - 
Black Community News Service", states that the BPP advocates use 
of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent revoluntionary 
program to end oppression of biack people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, announced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of 
Justice, BPP, upon Н, RAPP. BROWN, Chairman of SNCC, 


SNCC is а militant Negro organization 
which preaches black Supremacy. 


NEWTON, aforementioned, is incarcerated in the Alameda 
County Jail, Oakland, California, awaiting trial on charge of 
murder of an Oakland police officer.
